The Media Materials section now offers radio scripts. included are scripts that promote 
Apple mobile computing solutions Lareaertrs the ag PowerBook Duo System) and 
faser printing solutions, pilus a generic "Hard Way/Easy Way” script that lets you feature 
your choice of Apple products. A “play script” button allows you te hear what the new 
radio scripts sound like when they're produced. 


Apple product data sheets are now available for most Apple products; these 
can be printed in a matter of minutes from your LaserWriter. You can access 
descriptive copy and product datasheets from the Product Components section. 
The new “data” button displays the descriptive copy and datasheets available 
for each product listed in the selection window. 


A new Photography section features color and black and white lifestyle and 
product Tm ge hs. This great Apple photography is provided in the form of 
FF files that you can copy to your hard disk and use in your materials.

Media Materials 


Formerly called the “Print Materials” section, this part of the Apple Media ToolKit has been 
expanded to include an array of materials, such as broadcast materials in the form of radio scripts. 
A “play script” button has also been added to let you hear what the scripts might sound like when 
they’re produced. The Media Materials section is reached by clicking the media materials button on 
the Media ToolKit menu. When the card appears, select the market group and format buttons of your 
choice, then select the desired print material file from the selection window. If you wish to launch 
PageMaker and open the highlighted file, press the open button at the bottom of the card; if you 
need information about customizing or outputting the template, or want to read the AppleFund™ 
guidelines, click the help button at the top of the card; if you wish to return to the Media ToolKit 
menu, click the menu button; if you wish to exit the Apple Media ToolKit, click the gut button. 
Please refer to the numbered illustration on the facing page for the following features: 
1. market group buttons —Media materials are arranged by the market groups. Clicking these 
buttons determines which list of media material files is displayed in the selection window. 
2. selection window —Displays a scrolling list of media material files which are determined by 
the market group and format buttons. To highlight a file name, simply click on it. 
3. preview window —Displays the file that is currently highlighted in the selection window. 
4. content window —Displays content information about the file that is currently highlighted in 
the selection window. 
. format buttons —Determines the format of the files listed inside the selection window. 
6. info button —Opens a window that displays additional information about the file that is 
currently highlighted in the selection window. 
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7. text button —Opens a window that displays the text (if available) for the file that is currently 
highlighted in the selection window. 
8. copy button —Creates a copy of the file that is currently highlighted in the selection window; 
the duplicate file is automatically placed in a folder called “AMTK Folder” on your desktop. 
9. open button —Opens the file that is currently highlighted in the selection window. 
10. play script button —(a new feature in this edition) Begins audio playback of the radio script 
file that is currently highlighted in the selection window. To stop playback, press the button again. 


Product Components 


In the Product Components section, you will find a complete library of product art, screen 
shots and AppleFund-approved copy blocks. With these components, you can “cut and paste” your 
desired products and copy. This section now also includes product data sheets which are provided 
as print-only PageMaker files (see “format buttons” listed below). 
The product components section is reached by clicking the product components button on 
the Media ToolKit menu. When the card appears, select the component category and format 
buttons of your choice, then select the desired file from the selection window. If you wish to create 
a copy of the highlighted file, click the copy button at the bottom of the card; if you need to know 
more about how your selection can be used, click the help button at the top of the card; if you wish 
to return to the Media ToolKit menu, click on the menu button; if you wish to exit the Apple Media 
ToolKit, click on the quit button.
